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1. It was proposed by Mr, Fields and seconded 
by Mr, C. J. Lyall, and earrie<^L^VatJ/be pro- 
ceedings of the Managers, in rcsr jet ^ tlic ad- 
mission of families to the benefits of the Fund 
during the past half-year, be confirmed/^ 

2. It was proposed by Mr. Barbour j and se- 
conded by Mr, 'Field, a Ad carried ** that the line 
imposed upon Mr. A. L. Clay, be remitted." 

3. It was moved by Mr. Monro, and seconded 
by Mr. (yKinealtf, and carried “that the re]dy 
given by the Managers to Mesdarnes Boldcro, 
l^ton and Tumor, bo approved." 

4*. It was moved iy Mr. H. L. Johneon, se- 
conded by M7.% Field, and carried “ that the 
following gentlemen be uppoiniod Managers 
for the present year :t-Messrs. Sclialeh, (icoglil*^^n, 
O^Kinealy, Cotton and Abbott.” 

5. Mr. Schalch then moved on behalf of the 
Managers, — “ that any increase of benefits which 
may be dt?clarcd as the result of the reforenoe now 
made to the actuary have effect from the 1st Ajiril 
1873." Ho said, the Managers had, as they pro- 
mised, yielded to the wish of the majority, as 
regards refraining from making any (diango in the 
benefits until the actuary V report is received, and 
had adopU^d the above resolution \vhicli woidd, he 
hoped, satisfy all parties. 

Mr, Cotton said he rose to pi*opose a Il(‘solution, 
(which ho would [>ut a.s an atnondmont) that had 
been duly advertised before the juiblication of the 
Managers^ Rc.solutioii : — 

“ That, no surplus lie declared or distributed, and 
that no scheme for increase (if benefits or reduction 
of subsorijitioii be allowed to come into force* until 
after reference to a jirofessional aiduary ; providtnl 
that any bcnc^ts that may be distributed shall 
have retrospect. effect from the 1st April 1873.” 

It had been urged that he should withdraw his 
^solution as being substantially the same as the 
K^olution proposed by the Managers; but if the 
Resolution were substantially the same, he did not, 
he said, see nrhy the Mani^crs should not accept 
the terms of his Resol ution,^as he had been the 
lirst to advertise. lie regretted on principle to 
oppose the Managers on what ^ight almost appear 
to be a matter of form, but in point of fact it was, 
as lio would sliow, of iinportaiiee to adlicre to the 
exact words of bis Resolution. There wore other 
Resolutions, to follow wliieli it was esse..'^ jal to read 
with the Resolution ho was then projiosifi^ H^} 
was aware that the Managers had already referred 
the fund accounts to an actuary for u valuation in 
October last, while the whole question was still under 
discussion, and he mueli regretted that they had done 
so, as he thought that all the /.Ii'cumstanecs had 
not been properly stated in f hat reference, and lie 
could not accept that refv ^?ncc as final. In the 
Resolution just proposed by Mr. Schalch, the words 
“ the reference now Inade to the actuary**^ were 
used, and he could not stultify all the action he and 
his party had been taking by accepting a Reso- 
lution so expressed. The valuation of the Fund 
would, ho hd’ied, again be refemjd to the axjtuary, 
and certain intormation and facts would then be su]>- 
plied which had not been given in the reference of 
last OctoBer. He bad already in the General 
Meeting held in July 1873, dwelt at length on 
the grounds of the Resolution be was now proposing, 
and lie would not trouble the meeting by repeating 
them on this occasion. 

Mr, Bauhee seconded the amendment. 

Some discussion ensued, in the course of which 
it was pointed out that the reference to the actuary 
was not final in its terms, but that he was told 


“further information would be sent as to the 
opinions of the service" ui the very subjects now 
under agitation. It was objected that the 
circulars of .J/r. party were not among llic 

documents forwarded to the actuary with the 
Managers^ letter of reference, although the Mana- 
gers, in their circular issued last autumn under the 
Officiating Secretary Mr. Monro’s signature, had 
said that they were “ prepared to forward any 
representations on the part of members of the ser- 
vice, which are not inconsistent with the known 
circumstances of the Fund, and which are sup- 
jiortcd otherwise than by inendy general assertions 
at variance with specific facts within the knowledge 
of the Managers." To ibis it was replied 1 hat no 
request. Mad been made that tliey should be for- 
j^rde^/ and that they bad never been formally 
P^mm‘'lnicatcd to the Managers, who found them 
both inaccurate and misleading. Mr. 
Cotton rejoined that be bad .assumed after the 
Managers’ pledge thaf. they w’ould Lave forwarded 
the circulars referred to without a special request 
io that effect ; and hi* pointed out that on an ap- 
])lieation^ from Mr. Went land he had formally 
supplied ^hat gentlom.an with several conics of the 
second circular, when be, Mr. tCestland, was in 
charge of the Fund Office. 

The Secretary niad the following extract from the 
reference to the actuary that had been made as 
showing ih.at attention bad been drawn to the 
p(»infs under disiaissiou : — “ It has been said 
above that t.bo promotion in the three branches of 
the service (Bengal, North -Western Provinces and 
Punjab) is not parallel. It is right io inform the 
actuary that there is very considerable agitation 
at present among the Junior Civilians in the North- 
Western Provinces, who allege that their position 
and prospects as regards salary are considerably 
I worse than those of tlieir breibreu in other pro- 
vinces. It will be for tins sietuary to say, with re- 
ference to the facts, whether it woukl be safer to 
frame different subscription value tables for the 
different provinces, or whether it is sufficient to 
take one, an average one, for the whole service. 
In any ease, the ijiicstion of ibe valuation of future 
siibseriptions should, both on aeeounf of the large- 
ness of the item and on account of its complication, 
have the best attention of the acluary. * * 


He should advise also bow inncb of a 
margin it would be safe 
ti> kwp in distributing the 
surplus.

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Mf. Ferner said — He thought that tliere was 
good reason to apprehend a decrease in tlic average 
gross salaries of subscribers during their term of 
service. True, a table published by tlu* managers 
had shown a decrease comparatively small during 
the last twenty years, but the fact was that the 
furlough rules of 1868 in their early operation had 
temporarily counterbalunced the other caiis(>s at 
work. This disturbing element could not. continue, 
and as it disappeared average salaries would again 
steadily decline. There was another im])ortant con- 
sideration. ri'hc Secretary of State had about thnsc 
years ago made a concession to the service, one for 
which he need hardly say the rank and file of the • 
service were deejdy grateful. lie alludi;d the or-f. 
ders guaranteeing the full ]>ensionof one thol^^ai.ja^ 
year on the completion of twenty-live yciirs s^’vict 
Experience was wanting to cnal)le us to pre^ije|^y^ 
the effect of this order f»n the average terra or ser- 
vice, but it might be conjectured with a fair show 
of reason that it would induce early retirements. 
The managers had remarked in one ol' their cir- 
culars that the fund was s(;arcely afleeted if tin* 
average term of service were nuliiecd by a year, 
but he need hardly observe that, this was fallacious. 
The effect of such an average reduction would be 
to leave the assets of the fund very much as they 
were, and to increase its liabilities eonsiderahly. 
He therefore thought, it very necessary that, tin* 
probable effect upon the fund ol‘ the boon eoiiccided 
by the Secretary of State should he provid<‘d for. 
There were other important considerations point- 
ing to a decrease in average salaries, hut t hese had 
already been dwelt upon in the eireulars signed by 
himself and others, and he need not rei>eai them. 

Mr, SfJialch moved as an amendment ‘‘that the 
Actuary be informed of any grounds that can be 
stated for apprehending a luture decrease in the 
rate of income of suhs<!rihcrs during lht‘ir term of 
service, and that his advice he obtained whether it 
would be ccjuitablc and cxj)edicnt to reserve for 
Bjich a contingency part of any surplus that may be 
found now to exist, and how mueii shunld be so 
reserved." ’ 

lie said, that the ameiulmciit as draftoJ by the 
Managers di fibred from the llesolution mainly in 
drawing the attention of the Actuary to the ejues- 
iion of the equif.y and expediency of reserving for 
such a future contingeney any jiart of the savings 
effected in the past from the suhscrij)tious of oliT* 
members for the benefit of those who were to come 
after. It was true that future Bubserij)tious of 
members were taken into aeeouni in arriving at 
the surplus, but the members who had borne the 
heavy rates of subscription for so long should get the. 
full benefit of them. It was for the Actuary, who 
dealt with such questions eonstaiilly, to say what 
was fair in this view. 

Mr, <yK\nmly in seconding the amendment 
said — 

That the siaii;mcnts made as regards fhe aver- 
age drvreose in the subscriptions of members 
during the last *26 years were wholly incorrect. As 
a fact, the average yearly salary of ea.(jh member 
for the whole period was 16,7 Mi ruiK»es, which is 
only 24 rupees more than the salary for 1S72-76. 
But there was a much better example to show that 
we are *not in a worse j)osition than formerly. 
During the five years 1863 — 68^ Wjf aeeuinulated 
about 23 lacs of rupees, and the average 
salary for that period was only 16,2(57 rupees, 
which is loss by 455 rupess than the salary of Iasi 
year. So far as to the diminution in salaries 
of civilians. Then us to the distribiiiioi . of tne 
tfurpIuB, he thought Uiose wBu bad bubsenoed the 


money should oMnih the bencfif. of it, and these 
were tlic pi1!5eto^yftem1)ers of the fund 4 ' He con- 
sidered it hard liiat the surplus should he retained 
to assist future subscribers who had nothing to do 
wit.h it. As regards this all present subscribers 
were on the same* footing ; hut in addition to this, 
the proposal press(‘d exceedingly hard on men of 
about 20 years^ standing in the serviee. They hail 
lormerly suhscrila'd largely In make uj) a deficit 
caused by the action of their predecessors, and now 
they were being enmpellod to create a sinking 
fund for the benefit of future suhserihers. He 
deemed the proposal unjust an unfair, and would 
vote against it. 

Mr Cot fan said it was absurd to refer r|uestions 
of equity to the Actuary, and were there no other 
'Iceasons for opjiosing the Manager’s araendment, Kc 
would not hesitate to oppose it on that ground alone. 

The amendinent was then put and lost,, ihoro 
being for it (16 present and 71 proxies = ) S7 vqies 
and against it (l-l present and 151- proxies = ) 168 
vote.s. 

The Resolution was carried by (14 ]»resen( and 
151 proxies—) 168 votes to (13 ])rcscnt and 71 
])roxies=i) S4 V(^.es.

Mr. Monro rose to ^ipo.se the resolution. He

unusual, if not q^iuost unprecedented, and swne 
pressing nenessily must liave arisen to reipiirc 
the adopt iim or such an unusual e«)urse. He wisli- 
ed to kiu^v ivhelher the jiroposal referred to Ihe 
ih(> future. If it had any referenee t.o ihe 
past; then it was practically a vote ot want of eonfi- 
denee in, and censure of the proceedings oJ‘, t.he. 
Managers or\he past year. If this was so, tlieii he 
said that the giwnds ol’ lliis want of eonfidenee 
should be clearly before the meeting ; that the 
Managers of Hie jiast^. »ar might liavo an ojiporluni- 
ty of meeting any aecu'salioiis which may be brought 
agaiiiijjl; fhein, .uud that the vote of Avant of confi- 
dence, if deserved, might be recorded by the Serviee. 

If the proposal referred to the future,. then it 
seemed to him unintelligible. It was practically a 
vote of Avaut of eonfidenee in Manage’;/; A\dio had 
only just been elei?ted, Avho had not y-ri been tried, 
who had not yet tailed in discharging ahy of the 
duties entrusted to them. It AAms really, a declara- 
tion that the inomhers of the Service cannot find 
in the Service live men Avhom they eaii trust to 
represent them, and it was a jirojiosal to suj)- 
plomenti the deficiencies of these live men whom 
they cannot trust, by adding to their number 
some more men out of the same imtvusted serviee. 
Ho Avould be much surjirised if any geutlemeu 
could be found to consent to serve as managers 
under such conditions, and he was still more sur-

To 1)0 a Managrer iiiuhir such 
circumstances was in his o]>inion discreditable to 
the individual, -hut to expect to find such Mana- 
gers was little short of an insult to the Service. 
Apart from the hearing of the tjuestioii on past 
or future nytnagors, the proposal to appfunt an 
auxiliary committee seemed to him to he a declara- 
tion of w^ant of eoididence in ourstdves as a service 
which was much to ln^eplored. It was practically 
an admission tl^aji wjw(>re not able to manage the 
affairs of our fuiidMuIcr the s^'stetri of manage- 
ment which at presiv* is in I’orec, and which '^s 
all along jire.vailed. If this declaration of incapa- 
city to manage our alfairs should he affirmed hy 
the vote of the meeting, then it seemed to him 
that the dissolution of the Civil Fund under ils 
pres(j»t system of inanagiMtuait was not tin* o/f. 
And he for one would not. hc» sorry if under such 
eirc uni stances the disxdution were a speedy one, 
and if llu; management of t.he fund were assiiim'd 
hy some one who would he able <o manage it 
without fear of V(»tes oi' want oi‘ <^nfideiiee, and 
without the assiMtanee of auxiliary eomniitlees.”

<Skiaiiagers. Mr, Kluoa I jj aiu^thers said that 

thS|purse adopted was laying ^wii a dangerous 
lireccdeut and w'as meaningles^ as implying dis- 
trust of the newly elected»managors. ^ 

Mr, Field jiroposed and Mr, Damjucr sceoiidod 
an ameudjifi^ to the following oficet : — 

‘ <^That thl^nianagers appointed this day be 
requeslcul, if tfwk s»‘e (it, to appoint a coinmittec 
rejireseuling all gSulcs of the service to assist them 
in giving elfeel to the foregoing Rosoiution.” 

Mr, Field “»begged to express an o[»inion that 
the appointment of a (?ommiliee such as tliat pro- 
posed wtmid be ultra vires. Article XXII I of the 
rules ran as follows ; — The affairs of the fund 
shall be concbuc*.ted by nine managers, &c There 
was no iirovisioii for appointing ii committee 
which should either control or supiirsede or assist 
the managers. It was of course possible to alter 
this rule, but until it was altered, he thought they 
could not take such a course as that proposed.

Looking at the question in another point of view, 
it a])pearcd to him and would probably appear to 
most persons that the appointment of a committee 
for the object mentioneil in the proposition before 
the meet ing amounted to an expression of want of 
confidence in the managers who had just been 
elected for the current year. The managers ap- 
pointed under the rule just referred to, had always 
eondueted the affairs of the fund to the satisfaction 
of the service at large, and he deprecated doing 
anything which must to outsiders have the semb- 
lance of want of confidence in the management as 
e.onstitul,ed iindcT a set of imIcs which had hitherto 
rorked satisfactorily. lie thought that the course 
been pursued with respect to the real 
^it issue show’cd that the managers did not 
set II)) their own views in opposition to 
a majority of the service. On the con- 
Ihoy had deferred to the wishes of the service 
as soon as they were clearly made known to them, 
and no reason had been afforded so far as the 
pres(‘iit question was eoneeriied of supers(*ding the 
system of inanagemi'iit which hod been in existence 
for so many years, 'fhe managers just appointed 
niimh(*red amongst them some of the gentlemen, 
wdio had raised the discussion w'hich led to the 
propositions laid before tochiy^s m(*cting,— and he 
did not. ant icipate, t.hat they would act otherwise 
than their predeei^ssors had done. On the contrary 
he believed that any representations made to them, 
or information supj)lied, would receive due con- 
siderat’ioii, and would, if desired, he incorporated 
into any reference to he made to the actuary. If 
they acted otherwise, the servi<*e were strong 
enough to secure att(*iitiou to views held by a 
majority of them, and which they wished to have 
rej)resonted to the actuary, as in their opinion 
having an im))ortant> hearing on the subject which 
lie had to consider. If, however, it did seem de- 
sirable to any that a committee sliould be appoint- 
t‘d, it. a]»))ear(jrl to him that the constitutional and 
])ropcr way of obtaining the services of such a 
committee was to rc(]ucst the managers to appoint 
a committee to assist, i fiem, and therefore he begged 
to pro]u)so the araendineut.^^ 

3Ir. L, Johnson suggested tliat the Resolution 
iniglil goto tli(> meeting, as it was optional to the 
managers to accept tin; assistance oticred. Mr, 
%dialcfi said that siieaking as a manager, he was 
0 willing to give assistance to any committee 
that the siihseribcrs might appoint, but he objected 
Ix) having a committee set to work as part of the 
management. The managers were quite ready, if 
requested, to forward to the Actuary any repre- 
sentation that, any individual member or Zfff 
body of memhors might draw up. He objected 
personally to a committee in any shape as quite 
unnecessary, but would move as an amendment, 
that the proposition run simply that a committee 
representing all grades of the service be appointed 
to give effect to tlie above resolution.^’ ^ 

Mr, Mackenzie seconded this. 

Mr, Field* s amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. Cotton said he had no objection to accept 
Mr. Sehaleh^s amendment as a coinjiromisc j)rovid- 
cd that it was imdorstood that if • that amendment 
were lost the original Resolution should be put, 
and after some coiwersation, it was adopted by Mr, 
Cotton* s party aiid^iibstitutiKl with Mr, Schalch*s 
consent for the original motion ; being moved by Jfr. 
C, J. Lyall and seconded by Mr, Ttrner, On being 
put to the v^ there appeared only 7 votes present 
ill favftar ofM a number which excludes proxies, 
and 15 agaflntit. * 
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Several gentlemen proteated against the result, 
saying the nature of ihe motion os put by the 
Chairman bad not been understood, and Mr. Abbott 
said be should now press his original motion. Fur- 
ther discussion followed. 

Mr. Damjpier said on looking at the names of 
the proposed committee, be felt that save as to 
one or two of them he must ask whether the ])ro- 
poser could for a moment profess that they had 
been impartially selected. He believed they were 
nearly all men pledged to one view of the question, 
and it was absurd to pretend that they were 
impartial assessors chosen <o promote its calm end 
deliberate eouudenition. It would be much heUbr 
to oblige the managers to recognise tbd^p for ^at ^ 
they were, the uliosen re])rebontatives a 
number of subscribers who held one vil w oV 
surplus question. As the managers ju^ 
were prepared to recognise any outside ooilnmitteo 
and to deal with them as representatives of a largo 
body of subscribers, he thouglit the party who 
pressed for their appointment should bo oontont 
with that, and agree to have all this discussion out 
out of the proceedings. The objections of Messrs. 
Monro and (yKinealif and otliers would in this 
way be met ; for veil it as you might the mean- 
ing of tlie Resolution as put was to appoint a 
committee of vigilance to wat(*h the management.^^ 

Mr. AUcheoon said — 

" He craved ix‘rraission to say a single word, al- 
though he hod no proposition to lay before the meet- 
ing. His earnest counsel was that the memliers 
present should avoid pressing any motion on this 
subject likely to create a broach in the service. In 
the hope that it might contribute a little to this 
desirable end, he would mont ion what happened some 
ten years ago in a similar (‘asc. In 18G2 it was be- 
lieved that there existed a considerable surplus to 
the credit of the fund, and proposals wore brought 
forward by the managers fora distribution of the 
beni (it much in the way now done. He was one of 
several very junior members of the scrvii*e who 
doubted the existence of the sur])luS| and simply 
as an individual member of the service having an 
interest in the question, he wrote a letter to the 
managers setting forth his views. These views 
were crude and not worth much, but such as they 
wore they received the most courteous and cousi- 
^ derate treatment at the hands of the majiag^s^ 
who immediately set about the most carefta irfQ 
mination of the whole subject. This examinatioiN 
resulted in the production by Mr. Monteatli, then 
Secretary, of liis well-known report which has 
been pronounced by professional m(m at home one 
^ of the most valualde jiapers that could be laid 
before an Actuary. He was sure that the mana- 
gers of the present day were actuated by the same 
spirit as in 186Si, tliat they would give courteous ^ 
consideration to the views of any member of the 
service which were laid before them in a proper 
.ray ; and that they would furnish to any one who 
asked them every possible facility for estimating 
the real state of the fund. There was nothing to 
prevent committees being ^formed at all the chief 
seats of the Local Oovemments for the purpose of 
carrying out these enquiries ; and the managers, as 
'they had been assured by Mr. Schaldi, would give 
every possible assistance in Ihe prosecution of them. 
But it was a different t^ug for the service by 
their votes officially to ap^int what was really a 
committee of vigilance to watch over the managers 
in tbeperfonnanoe of their duty. Such a measure 
was as unworthy of the scrvic^^ it wist be hu- 
miliating to the managers. H^woula earnestly 
advise that the proposal be not passed.^^ 


Mr. J’tW^ff^^Tongly urged that the meeting 
should rest Jfed with the assurance given them 
by a gentlcnk.4n who was a manager for the past 
year, and hod been re-elected for the current year. 
For himself he had full confidence in that assur- 
ance. He believed that the great object at the 
present stace of the whole question was to open a 
door for full and free di8(*iiBsion of the question in 
all its hearings and as it affected all, and to secure 
that all grades of the service sbmld have a fair 
hearing for tlicir representations. He believed 
that if the managers acted up to the assuraqi^ce 
they liail just heard, thj^ would be accomplished, 
and he desired io see it aejfj^mplirhcd without doing 
Voleiiee to tho old systi* \ of management, and 
> taking a course that must^/appear to outsiders as 
the creation of an opposition within the service 
itstdf. lie stood himself between both portiib, and 
his personal interests were fairly divided on both 
sides of the question. Admitting the principle, he 
thought the real point of difficulty would be the 
application of that principle, and tills would 
depend iqiou the result of figures not yet made 
clear, and into which it was almost impossible for 
a number^, pf gentlemen at a meeting like the 
present to enter efiectually. He had not yet made 
up his mind as to what ought to be done when 
these results were fully known, but he wished that^ 
the whole (|UC8tioii should be gone into m the light 
of the fulh‘st information. It might be that the 
fund ought uot to he regarded as an Insurance 
Society merely, but there must be* some limit to , 
the application of tlie principle of continuity,

2. The powers of seizure, search, and arrest in certain cases, defined in 
sections 20, 21, 26, and 31, Act XXXI, 1860, are still possessed by the several 
authorities in whom the law vests them. 


The following are the revised rules laid down under the Act lor the 
importation, transhipment, inland transport, and exportation of arms •and 
ammunition, tho grant of licenses for carrying arms, and for the manufacture 
and sale of arms and ammunition in Bengal : — 

3. Under tho provisions of sections 17 and 23 of Act XXXI cf JMO, 
the importation, exportation, or transport of all arms of the descriplions 

mentioned in sections 4, 5, 6, and 26 of the 
aforesaid Act* iato, from, or through the 
faendH, lead, aulpUur, percu«iiioii.cap8, gun. territories imdcr tho Licutcnant-Govemor of 
powder, or oihernnininnition. Bengal, is prohibited unlcss covercd by a 

license or pass. The transhipment of arms, &c., at ports to which Act VI of 1873 
extends is prohibited in Bengal, except under license of the Commissioner 


Police, Calcutta. '

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4. Licenses to import arms and ammunition into the, Lower Provinces 
of Bengal by land may bo granted by the Secretary to Government of India, 
Foreign Department, or by the Secretary to Government of Bengal, in the 
Judicial Department. Calcutra is the only port in tl»e Lower Provinces whore 
importation by sea is permitted. Persons desirous of importing arms, &c., by 
sea into any of the districts of Lower Bengal, must apply to the Commissioner of 
Police at Calcutta, who has also authority to grant licensee for importation 
through the I*ort of Calcutta into districts of British India under other local 
Governments and Administrations. Applications for a license to import arms 
must be made to the proper oITiccr in writing, and must contain full inform- 
ation on the following points : — 

• — Purpose for which required. 

— Prohahlo cost of each weapon. 

‘■Place at which the goods will be imported. 

4M. — District in which the arms and ammunition arc to he used, 
kept, or sold. 

5. The Commissioner of Police on receipt of applications in the prescribed 
form.iis authorized to grant licenses according to form A, at his discretion, 
for the importation of arms and, in rca.sonahle quantities, of ammunition. Uis 
proceedings will be subject to the general control and direction of tlie Goverri- 
nicnt of Bengal. 

(>. Licenses for the importation of fire-arms will not be granted by the 
Commissioner of Police unless he is satisfied that the weapons are required for 
bmid fide sporting purposes. 

7. Any considerable importation of arms must need special explanation, 
and guarantee that their use is to be inoffensive, before a license is granted. 
The Commissioner of Police should not grant licenses for the importation of 
fire-arms in large quantities without reference to the Government of Bengal, 
in the Judicial Department. {N.B . — A fresh license must be taken out for 
each importation.) 

8. The granting of a license must depend upon the facts of each case, 
or upon the general complexion of the explanations obtained. Cheap guns 
might he imported in moderate quantities to some wild districts, where they 
arc wanted to keep down wild beasts or gam6 ; hut in default of some su(‘h 
good and substantial uiotivc for requiring a quantity of arms, tlie license would 
ordinarily he refused. Costly guns are much safer thau eluiap arms, for only 
the latter can he employed to any extent fur military or aggressive purposes, 
while the former arc nearly always used for sport. When arms are of a kind 
to raise suspicion that they may he possibly meant for warfare or for other 
dlegftl purposes, siudi as pistols, bayonets, or cheap guns, the Commissioner 
of Police must satisfy himself very carefully as to the object, reasons, and 
direction of import, hoftre ho admits them under license. He can tlo this by 
tesliag the references which the applicant will give, and by eummunicatiug 
with the (lovernment of Bengal. 

0. *• I’he Collector of Customs will not, except in the case of European 
gentlemen importing a reason.al)lc quantity for tlieir private use, deliver any 
arms or ammunition unless protected by a pass from the Commissioner o'f 
Police at Calcutta. "Wlien persons, other than European gentlemen, importing 
tor their private use, desire to import fire-arms, they shall ho referred to the 
CoHimissioncr of Police, who, however, need not under the Act make out any 
licenst' at till if the quantity of arms imported is reasonahht, and if they are 
intended for the importer’s own private use, but can pass them on. 

^,■>0. A license need not be refused- for all arms brought into the river, 
for" the importation of which no previous permission was obtained. When 
such arms art? themselves of an unohjoctionablo character, the Commissioner of 
Police may grant for them the license in form aud the Customs pass in form 
B together, provided he is satisfied that there is no intention to evade the rules. 

11. No license or pass will be granted for rifles of a military pattern, 
or of patterns easily convertible into military weapons, unless the consignees 
produce specific orders fritm English gentlemen fur the weapons. 





12. The Collector of Customs shall be responsible for secin" that tlie 
arms imported answer to the description given in the pass ; and, in case of 
doubt, shall detain the arms and refer the point for the orders of Government. 

13. The consignee, , on arrival of the arms and ammunition, must 
produce his license to theJiCommissioner of Police at Calcutta, ui)on wliich lie 
will receive from the saia officer a pass in form B for the delivery of such 
arms and ammunition as may be mentioned in the license. 

14. If the arms and ammunition are to be transported from Calcutta to 
any of the districts under the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, the Commis- 
sioner of Police, at the lime of granting the pass for delivery from the Custom 
House, will grant a pass in form C for the transmission of the said goods to 
the place to whicli the importation is sanctioned in the license, and ho will . 
forward a copy of the pass to the Magistrate of the district in which tlio said 
place is situated. 

15. 1 n case the arms, &c., arc to be transported to districts in British 
India not w'ithin tlu* Lower Provinces of Bengal, tJie Commissioner of Police 
may proceed in the same way. Before granting licenses for the transport of 
any considerable quantity of arms or arnuiunition to Assam, he must 
<?ommunicate wilh the Chief Commissioner of Assam. Before complying with 
applications for licenses in doubtful cases, he will make a similar reference;. 

1(5. No passejs to export anus and ammunition from the Lower Provinces 
of Bengal, citlieT by land or by sea, to any place out of British India, shall be 
granted excejit by the Secretary to the Government of India, in the Poreigu 
Bepartmeiit. All such passess shall bo irrant(‘d subject, as far as may be, to 
the rules for the transport of arms within Brilisli India, and wherever there 
is a Political Agent, (Cantonment Magistrate, or other British official at the 
place of destination, the jiass shall be delivered to him within six days of 
the arrival there of tne articles covered by it, with a view to his satisfying 
himself tliat there is no deficiency, in the same manner as a Magistrate of a 
British distri<!t is required to do by the Inland Transport Rules prescribed 
below. 

17. Any person desirous of transporting any arms or aiunmnition of the 
Kirc-nnnB. »«yo..oK FwonU. .iaRK<-n., description marginally tinted iiiU) any portiou 

•pi’ara, Hpiifir-iioiKis, load, Buiiibur, giinjiowiicr, of the territories under the Litiutenunt-Gover-

in the said territories to another district or town, must apply for a pass to the 
Conunissioncr of the division, specifying tlie district or town into which lie 
proposes to transport the goods. 

18. Any person desirous of transporting any of the abovt'-meutioued 
articles (except in reasonable quantities for his own private use) from Calcutta 
into tlie interior of British India beyond tlie. territorial jurisiiietion, of the 
Government of Bengal, must apply for a pass to tlie Commissiont'r of Police. 

IB. When a person is desirous of transporting any such articles from any 
})lacc in the Lower Provinces other than Calcutta, to any place in British 
India within the territories of another local Government or Admin. st ration, he 
must apply for a pass to the Secretary to this Government of India, lathe 
Horae jicpartnient, or to the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, or to 
such other officcu' as the Government of India may have authorized by 
notification to grant sueli a pass. 

20. The application must in all these cases be in writing ; it must specify 
tlie town, station, o.p other ])laco into which the articles ^j|^inteudeii lo be 
transported, and must contain full information as to the quantity, quality, 
and description of the articles, and the purpose for which they are respectively 
designed. When the articles have been imported from abroad, the licei-.j 
und(.‘r which they have been imported must be appended. 

21'. It will be within the discretion of the authorized officer t-) grant 
the pass if, from the information thus given and otherwise obtained, he 
considers that such pass may be safely granted. A register shall be kept of 
all passes so granted, and a copy of each pass shall he sent to the Magistrate 
of the district within which the place to which the articles are to be 
transported is situated.

22 . The article's covered by such pass shall be taken direct to the place 
of destination mentioned in the pass without being sold or made use of at 
any intermediate place. 

2it. On the articles reaching their destination, the person in charge 
thereof must deliver the pass to the office of the Magistrate of the district 
within six days. It will be the duty of that officer to satisfy himself that 
the articles transported correspond with the entries in the pass, and to see 
that any delieieiu'y that may exist is satisfactorily accounted for. The pass 
shall then be eudor.'^od and returned to the holder, if he may lawfully keep in 
his possession the articles of which it covers the transport.

t The Ibreffoitig rules do not apply to arms and ammunition imported or 
transported by any person in small quantities for his own private use, but a 
license or pass may Ixj granted lor such arms or animunilion at the discretion 
of the officer to whom the application is preferred. 

25. Section 32 of Act XXXI of 1860, prohibiting absolutely the 
possession of any arms or ammunition witliout a license, is not now in force 
in any district of Bengal, inasmuch as no district is at present disarmed under 
that section. 


26. In districts and places not brought under the provisions of section 
32, persons are not absolutely prohibited from carrying arms without a license, 
but any person not being i-xempted under the provisions of section 27 from so 
carrying arms is liable to be disarmed by any Magistrate or police officer 
under k'Ction 26, if, iu the judgment of such Alagistrato or police officer, it is 
dangerous to the public peace to allow such persons to go'armed or to carry arms. 

27. In the districts noted in the margin the Government has not insisted

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30. Some of tlic districts named in Rule 28 being situated on the frontier, 
the unrestricted right of possessing and carrying arms would afford facilities 
for selling them to the hostile tribes on the border, out of whose hands it is 
of the greatest importance that arms and ammunition should be kept. In 
the otlier districts specified the people are turbulent and prone to engage in 
affrays and riots, and it is necessary, for this reason, to put a check on the 
possession of arras by them. 

31. Tho license given should he renewed year by year. The registration 
of these licenses will enable each ^Magistrate to ascertain the number of arms 
kept by the people in his jurisdiction. 

32. Licenses lo carry arms on a journey may be given to hand fide 
travellers in form E by tlie Magistrate of the district or suh-division (and in

Tho Magistrates should use caution in tho is'Ue of licenses to carry 
arms on a journey, and give tb(;m only if satisfie(|l «)ii inquiry, that tlu'y can he 
safely granted. A register must bo kept of all passes so grantee], and a Cf^)y 
of such pass shall be sent to the Magistrate of tho district to which the 
traveller is proceeding, in order that he may insist upon a license being taken 
out there. 

34i. As to the manufacture and sale of arras. Magistrates have under the Act 
complete j)ower to grant licenses and recall them, and can therefore executively 
imposgi any condition they* desire, because, if the condition is not fulfilled, the 
Magistrate rescinds the license at the end of the year. In this way, a liniit 
can be placed upon tho quantity of arms and ammunition which a manufacturer 
might under license turn out ; hut it will he nceessary for the police to keep, 
ihemselves well informed as to his actual stock, and to take i\ieans for testing 
the correctness of ilic stock*book entries. 

35. Licenses to sell arms are, in the districts of Purnoah, Dinagepore, 
linngpore, Tipperali. (^littagong, Dacca, Jiackergungc, Mymensingli, Sylhet, 
and the Cooch llehar Division, only to ho giv'cn to those pen’sons to whom a 
license to transport arms, «fcc., would he given by tlxi Coimnis-sioner under Rule 18. 
Such licenses will he very charily given in those districts after reference to the 
Commissioner of the division, and nowliere save at sadder stations. The fee for 
a license to sell arras is ttm rupees. 

3(5. Under seethnis 14 ami 15 of tho Act the Lieutenant-Governor has 
authorised District tuid Assistant Superintend«?nts of Polic(‘ to^eutcr tlie promises 
of persons lieerisc'd lo manufacture or de.al in arms and ammunition, and to 
inspect the hooks kc|)t by them in the course of their trade. Tiie- proper 
maintenance and inspection of these hooks, which an; essential at all times to 
clTcctivo control over the trallie in arms, have become very muedi more 
important now that the cheeks on importation are likely to stimulate homcji, 
manufacture. 

37. As manufacturers cannot sell without their customers bringing 
themselves under the rules of inlatul transport in the process of taking away 
their purchases, Magi.stralcs have a further means of controlling their trade.*. 

38, The lie.euses of all dc'alers in arms, &c., must contain a stipulation 
that they m'UI aliido by the rules above; laiel down, uiieler penalty of forfeiting 
their license. They must also uneiert.ake to enter in their brmks, hcsi(ie;s the 
purchaser’s name?, the name of his fatieer (for native purchasers), his place of 
residence*, and tlio j'oiicc-station within tlie jurisdiction of which he reside*s. 
Licenses granted under section 7 of Die Act to se*il arms should bear a neiL. 
drawing attention to tho .nece-ssity of the eleale-r’s preicuring alse) an import or 
transit pass, or both, befi.re he can import .<r transport arras for sale. The 
licenses of ele'alers in Calcutta should cemtiiin a stipulation that tliey Avillsell to 
dealers vesieling out etf Calcutta only wlu.*n tlie^jtritduco a jtass in form C from 
the Commissioner of the division witerc they reside*, and that they tvill enter 
in their registers the particulars of each such 2)ass.

The Government notifica- 
tion dated 30th June 1864, and published at ))a<r« 1462 of the Calcutta (iazettr of the. 
27th July 1864, notified under Section 196 of the old Code of Criminal Procedure (Act XXV* 
of 1861) *'that ill every district of the Lower Provinces the evidence of wiines^es shall be 
taken down by the Magistrate with his own hand and in his own vernacular l;iTigtiage, unless 
he be prevented by any sufficient reason from taking down the evidence of any witness, in 
which case he shall record the reason of his inability to do so and shall cause the evidence 
to be taken down iu writing from his dictation in open Court." It was alsg notified ^‘tbat 
if the vernacular language of any Magistrate * be neither English nor the Inngungc of the 
district iu which his Court is held, he may take down the evidence in Englisii, or iu the 
language of the district, instead of in his own vernacular.'’ 

3. Section 835 of the new Code of Criminal Procedure (Act X of 1872) reproduces 
Section 196 of the old Code, and under the concluding paragraph of Section 2 of the new 
Code, the Government Notification of the 30ili June 1804 is as much in force ns if it had 
been published and made under Section 335 of that Code.

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The Government of India have under consideration the question of revising^ the exist- 
ing system of appeal in the Courts of Civil Judicature. It is generally agreed not only thai 
tlie law relating to appeals is jn an unsatisfactory state, but that it is, in Bengal at least , 
producing mischief •which calls for speedy remedy. The Code of Civil Procedure is under 
revision, and in some important rcsjeets it would be dosirahlc to handle the whole subject at 
oucc. But a work of such magnitude cannot receive its due amount of yireparation, external 
eritieisin, discussion and revision, under two years at least, and it is likely to take a longer 
time. Therefore on the whole, it will be found convenient to deal separately witli such a 
sulqeet as the present, which can be isolated from other procedure without much legal difficulty, 
and which demands more prompt treatment. 

2. The system of appeal, briefly stated, is as follows : — 

Every (’’ourt of original jurisdiction is subject to an apj)t‘al on the whole caw' to a Court 
above it. Hie appeal is heard on the record of the c:«5e in Die original Court, unless the 
Ap])ellate Court requires more evidence. Tlicrc is no second aj»peal on the wlujloca^'^ but if 
the Higli Court is not itself the immediate Court of Apj>eu1, a partial ap]>eal confined to i)oints 
of law may he presented to that. Court. On this jmrtiiil appeal tlie Coui-t cannot itself alter 
any Imding of the facts by the Coiu^t iTniisediati<'ly below it. However clear it may bt» that the 
lower ('ourt, has erriH.!, if the error is eoiilined to mere Irealnu'ut of facts, the higher Court is 
houml by the conclusions. If, however, it can trace the error to some erroneous legal ]>rinc*i|-Je, 
it may remand the case for a re-hearing, and this, it api)ears, is viTy frequently done. 

The evils now eom]Jainod of, at least, in Ik'ugal, are three the extremely 

unsatisfactory effect of ]»artial appeals; auctnuU i/ ^ tlu^ vast uiimhcr of appeals which roach the 
High Court ami consuiqe the time of the Judges; and the great and disproportionate; 

expense to the public caused by a])pcals for very trilling sums of money. 

4. A recc'iit nu'morandum by Sir lliehard Couch deals with the two former of these evils. H e 
statics that the decisions of the Munsifs are hearil in ajpeal under great disadvaiitagc"- , 
one <»f which obviously is that the Ajipellate Judge is m»t jdiu-ed in eonlaet with 
the witnesses. And yet he may reverse the Munsif’s finding, while his own finding on 
the facts is absolutely irreversible exeejd in the rare instances in wliieh the ease goes to the 
Privy CouTieil. The results are,. /w////, that a number of parthd appeals are presented osten- 
sibly on j»oints pf law, hut really for the purpose of eonvincing llie Higli Court lliat there has 
b(‘en a miscarriage of justice in the treatment of the fads; .verwr////, that the High (.kmri 
Jmf^es are placed under sore teinjffation to strain and rdinc on tin* law’, in order to do justice 
int.hepailieularea.se; M/n////, that they can only interfere with the Imding of faef-s by the 
circuitous and uncertain la’ocess of a roinaiid ; \w\Afuurl/(h/, they frt'qucntly find tlie rules of 
law too strong for them, and they and the parlies who p!vvai^^d l^eforc the Munsif liave the 
dissatisfaction of believing the JMiiiisif 1*) have been quite right, and that his judgment was 
erroiujouslv reversed, while y^'t lh<‘y find it impossible to restoje the first decree. 

llic remedy proposed l)y the jirescnt Bill is as lollows 

To prohibit ap])eals (^/) where the subject-matter is less than twt*nly nqxcs and the smt is 
one of the Small Cause type, (/v) where the decree has l>e('n m;ule by consent, or the i.^'r.ties 
have agreed not to appeal, and (c) where it rehiUv b) costs only which arc left to the discreiioil 
of the Court. 

To prohibit second appeals [ 0 ) where the subject -mat ter is less than fwt) hundred rupees, 
or (b) where the first Court of u})peal agrees with the Court of first instance'.

(A.) By the Couit above, where it is imjwssiblc to estimate thesubject-mattc'i* at a money- 
value, or where any question raised in the suit is of such importance to tlie public iis to remlc»- 
a second appeal expedient or where an appeal is ncec^ssaiy for the purposes of justice.
